Announced This Morning 

The above is the official announce- 
ment of the personell of the new gov- 
ernment, as handed out at the Pre- 
mier’s office this morning. 

Premier Sifton could not be seen. 
Through his secretary the: stated that 
he had nothing more to announce this 
morning. -No hint was given as to 
the policy of the new premier. ‘his 
will not be announced until after ithe 
cabinet has met and discussed 
the matter fully. 

Not Sworn in 

The members of the new. cabinet 
were not sworn in ‘this morning as 
was expected. His Honor, Liewtenant 
Governor Bulyea is out of town. He 
telephoned to Seeretary Babbett this 
morning to the effect ‘that he was de- 
tained in Calgary, and would not be 
to reach Mdmonton until ‘this 
evening, As soon as ‘the Lieutenant 
Governor arrives ‘the members of the 
cabinet, with the exception of 
the Premier, will be sworn in. 

Temporary Arrangement 

On the face of it, the present dis- 
tribution of the portfolios appears to 
he only of a temporary character. As 
much és hinted in the official announce- 
ment. At present the Premier and 
Hon. C.R Mitchell have divided prac- 
tically all tthe work of government 
between them. This certainly cannot 
be for very long. Two new ministers 
be appointed later on. They 
very likely be given the port- 
folios of Minister of Public Works 
and Minister of J&ducation. 

lt is interesting to note ‘the shit 
that has taken place. Premier Ruther- 
ford was Minister of Eduoation and 
Provincial Treasurer. Premier Sifton 
has retained the portfolio of Provin- 
cial Treasurer, >but ‘has coupled the 
duties of the Minister of Education 
with that of Attorney General, two 
of the biggest departments in the gov- 
ernment. Dunean Marshall was Min- 
ister of Agriculture and Provincial 
Seeretary. The portfolio of Provin- 
cial Secretary was taken away irom 
him, and given to Hon. ‘A. McLean. 
This gives Mr. McLean almost noth- 
ing to do, as thene is not much work 
in connection with the office ‘of Pro- 
vincial Seeretary.

London, June -1—Dr. Elizabeth 
Blackwell, widely known in the prac- 
tice of medicine, both in England, 
where she was born, and in the Un- 
ited States where she practised sev- 


eral years, died at her home in Has- 
tings today. She was born in Bris- 


told February 3, 1821. In 1851 .she 
began to practise in New York city, 
where she founded: an hospital and 
medical school for women. Return- 
ing to her native land, she was placed 
on the English register in 1859 and 
subsequently practised in Londen and 
Hastings. She founded the National 
Health Society of London and assist- 
ed in forming the ondon School of 
Medicine for Women.

Montreal, June 1.—A unique case 
was decided by Judge Guerin yester- 
day, which is of interest not only to 
Montreal but to other places where 
street cars are in operation. A pas- 
senger sued the Montreal Street Rail- 
way for injuries caused by being 
thrown from a street car because the 
transfer he presented :had been in- 
correctly punched by the conductor 
of aprevious car.

In speaking to a Capital reporter 
this morning, Premier Sifton gave 
what amounted to an assurance that 
the new government would carry out 
the promise made by the Rutherford 
administration and would guarantee 
the $175,000 required by the city be- 
fore the C.P.R. will commence work 
on the high level bridge. 

“Whatever we do, we will do at 
‘once,” said the Premier, as he intim- 
ated that the delegation that. is to 
wait on the government tomorrow 
morning in regard to this matter, 
would be favorably received. 

‘Speaking generally,” continued Mr. 
Sifton, “it will be correct to say that 
the present government will fulfill 
the promises and carry on the work 
started by the late adniinistration.” 

The C.P.R. Message 

That prompt action in this matter 
is very necessary is evident from the 
following telegram that the mayor 
read to the council last night:

‘I'he greatest amount of 
United States money is flowing into 
Manitoba, Alberta, Saskatchewan and 
British Columbia. American capital 
is going heavily into timber properties 
and ¢he development of mineral’ and 
coal mines.

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LOOK FOR WEALTH 
‘IN NORTH QUEBEC 


Government of Province'Has Sent 
Two. Experts to Report on 
Geological Formation 


Quebec, June 1.—The province of 
Quebec is awakening to the import- 
ance of the mineral wealth whicli lies 
beneath the fastnesses way up nerth. 

Mr. A. M. Bateman, B.Sc., mining 
engineer of Kingston, and Prof J. 
C Gwillim, professor of mining en- 
gineering in the faculty of applied 
science at Queen’s University, have 
been commissioned by the Mines De- 
partment’ of the Quebec Government 
to make a. prospecting tour through 
the northern part of the province 
and’ to make a report in the autumn 
upon the min¢ralogical and geological 
formations generally. Of course,, if 
any Cobalts, or Eldorados are. en- 
countered, they wil be reported on, 
too. 

The project is in accord with the 
policy of Hon. Chas. R. Devlin, Min- 
ister of Mines in the Quebec Govern- 
ment, who was convinced of the min- 
eral wealth of the northern part of 
the province by recent finds along 
the route of the National Transconti- 
nental Railway.

HUMUS CULTIVATION AND 
MOISTURE 


In most parts of Alberta the pro- 
ductiveness of ‘the soil depends upon 
the supply of moisture throughout ‘the 


ecacon, The average rainfall inv the 


province, would’ be“suffigicnt to prd- 
duce bumper: crops every year if it 
always fell just as it is needed and 
if there were no other vegetation just 
as cager and capable of absorbing it 
as is the growing crop. 

But rain does not always fall when 
it is needed, particularly on porous 
or badly cultivated fields. Clay and 
loams soils properly cultivated have 
the power. of taking in darge quanti- 
ties of moisture and retaining it for a 
considerable time and they are, there- 
fore, to a certain extent independent 
of the weather, but porous soils such 
as sand or gravel, through which wa- 
ter passes readily; clay soils that have 
been allowed to get crusted, and all 
soils that have been indifferently cul- 
tivated are very sensitive to a “dry 
spell.” ‘The fact ‘that the total rain- 
fall for the season has been large is of 
small consequence with such soils; if 
it has not been properly distributed, 
the crop is light. 

The chief concern the farmer in 
most parts of Alberta should, there- 
fore, be, to develop ‘to the utmost, the 
moisture-carrying power of his soil. 
To do this two things are necessary, 
adarge amount of ‘humus and proper 
cultivation, This involves. plowing, 
purverizing and packing, ‘and loosen- 
ing the surface. If these have been 
done night, the moisture-carrying 
power ofthe soil is well developed 
and can be preserved with little diffi- 
culty or labor until the ground is so 
shaded iby the growing crop as to 
make it safe against crushing and ex- 
cessive evaporation. During the next 
month :the growing crops will be ex- 
posed to the danger of heavy down- 
pours of rain followed by a period of 
hot, dry weather. This will ‘tend to 
cause a crust to form on the surface 
of the soil which, unless broken, will 
make large yields of grain impossible. 

June is, therefore, the period of 
crust breaking or harrowing the grow- 
ing crop. If the under portion of the 
plowed slice: has ‘been so packed as 
to prevent the harrow ‘teeth: from 
sinking too deeply into the soil, this 
harrowing instead of injuring the crop 
is a benefit in many ways. It will ad- 
mit air and thus diberate plant, food; 
it will prevent the forming of pores 
and’thus prevent evaporation, and it 
will destroy millions of those robber 
plants which take up so large a share 
of the soil fertility and moisture, and 


-by so doing impoverish both immed- 


iate and future returns.

ALCHEMIST TAKES 
SOMETHING BACK 


He Does Not Really Transmute 
Base Metals Into Silver 
and Gold 


INCREASES THE QUANTITY 


Cannot Explain the Process, But 
Declares the Results Are 
Genuine 


Scranton, Pa., June 1.—Dr. lred- 
erick W. Lange, yestorday a thonght- 
ful medical practitioner and dabbler 
in chemistry, today awoke to find him- 
self famous and thousands speculat- 
ing on whether he had fathomed the 
secret of nature and solved the prob- 
lem of the centuries, the transmuta- 
tion metals into silver and 
gold. 

By little flashes of temper revealed 
during the day Dr. Lange showed 
that he was not pleased with the at- 
temtion ‘that he was attracting, 

Dr. Lange was very careful today 
as to the wording of his interview. 
“T have not been able to change base 
‘he said, 
“What Lo have done and all that J 
claim to have done is to take a silver 
matrix and by the process which I 
have discovered produce more chlor- 
ides and nitrates of silver than have 
ever been produced. before. I have 
produced 100 per cent, not 100 times 
more silver than existed before. ] have 
had the products of my work assayed 
in New York, Philadelphia, Boston 
and Chicago, at the United States 
mint, and the reports all show that it 
was pure silver. The latest report 
came from Prof, Wallace of the uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, his analysis 
showing 85 per cent. pure silver.’ , 

“The discovery I have made,” con- 
tinued Dr. Lange, “is gigantic. I can- 
not even estimate the value of it com- 
mercially as applied to ‘the arts of 
photography and electricity and ‘the 
plating industry. Nhe possibilities of 
it are sufficient to daze one, but I 
have not hecome flighty over it.” 

Dr. Lange aid this analysis showed 
traces of gold, but that he was un- 
able to explain its presence, He went 
on ‘to express a ‘belief in the theory 
of inorganic evolution and hinted at 
the possibility ofa rearrangemont of 
the molecules of the elements to pro- 
duce new .ones.i: Dr, Lange was asked 
again if his discovery was not in real- 
ity the transmutation of ‘base metals 
to gold and silver, and he replied: . 

“IT will neither affirm nor deny.” 

“Will you define the actual nature 
of your discovery?” Dr. Lange was 
asked again. To this the replied: “] 
produce certain chemicals from certain 
elementary products that are useful 
in the arts of photography, electricity 
and ‘the plating industry.” 

“Would you care, to give the cost of 
these chemicals?” 

“They are produced at 50 per cent. 
less than the same chemicals cost at 
present. That is a moderate estimate. 
I might say they are produced with 
many times less than that cost.’ 

Some of the nitrates the doctor said, 
he sent to Rochester, the home of 
photography, where ‘they stood the 
keenest of all tests, the sun test. The 
nitrates were also successfully tested 
there in the plating industry. He then 
communicated with large dealers in 
New York to whom he sent samples 
of the chlorides and asked what they 
would pay for such. They answered 
$5 a pound. When the doctor asked 
how much of the product they would 
take at that price they said “train 
loads.” 

It seems that .C. C. Dickinson came 
here to meet Dr. Lange at the invita- 
tion of Victor P. -Hedgepeth, vice 
president of the Tippecanoe Securities 
Company, and Mr, -Hedgepeth was 
present at the experiment. He, too, 
was interested i the doctor’s project. 
Today Mr.-Hedgepeth is in New York 
attending the funeral, but before: he 
left he told a reporter that ‘the knows 
nothing of Dr. Lange’s transmutation 
process. 

“Mr. Dickinson and I were inter- 
ested ina non-corrosive metal which 
the doctor had discovered,” he said. 
“The metal is being ‘tested in mines 
and it seems ‘to have great possibili- 
ties in the manufacture of valves and 
other equipment which is subject: to 
the action of fire, water, gas and gather 
destructive elements.
